Jet-Propelled Planes 
The jet-propelled planes have been 


improved to the point where models 
now coming off California production 
lines can make non-stop flights, San 
Francisco to New York, with a fair tail 
wind. Normal cruising range for this 
model is 2,000 miles at average speed 
of 650 mph. It can outpace the best 
Messerschmidt jet the Germans ever 
put up and by the time this issue is out, 
will be in action in the Pacific. 


Around World in 15 Minutes 


It is predicted that in the next 10 
years it will be possible to circle the 
globe in 15 minutes. That is traveling 
at the rate of 100,000 miles an hour. 
Such predictions were given by a Lock- 
heed jet engineer.—Pathfinder. 


Airship Ahoy 
Goodyear will build dirigibles for 


transcontinental and transocean trans- 
.port after the war, the company dis- 
closed in New York. Present plans focus 
on a 950-foot, $8,000,000 airship that 
would carry 288 passengers in day coach 
comfort, or 100 in ocean-liner luxury, 
at 75 to 90 miles an hour, in a nonstop 


range of 7,000 miles. 


Locomotives Flown to Burma 


Talk about an air shipment—here’s 
one to establish a little history. Eighteen 
railroad locomotives, built in ninety-two 
days, have been flown to Burma in the 
first such flight ever made, to help 
counter the British Army’s supply prob- 
lem there. 

On January 8, 1945, a wire was re- 
ceived by the War Department from the 
Burma-India theater, asking urgency in 
delivery of the already-ordered loco- 
motives. The rush started. Assembly 
of the first three locomotives began on 
March 27. They were put together, 
tested, and knocked down for shipment 
within two days. Then the three weigh- 
ing 12,000 pounds each complete with 
crates and accessories, were rushed to 
Miami, loaded into two transport-planes, 
and sent halfway around the world. For 
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the entire shipment of eighteen loco- 
motives, twenty-seven planes were used. 


Will Next World War Start in 
; Near East? 

U.S. Senator Ralph O. Brewster, 
from Maine, spoke recently at the Brown 
Palace Hotel, Denver. “The next war,” 
he said, “will start in the Middle East. 
The Russians and the British are strug- 
gling there now. .. . The greatest oil re- 
serves in the world are there—50 billion 
barrels. The British want that oil and 
they want a bulwark against Commun- 
ism. We'll be in the same old position 
behind the eight-ball if the British and 
Russians clash.” 

He wants to see Palestine established 
further as a Jewish homeland, because 
he believes a Jewish commonwealth 
would be friendly to the United States. 
“We need an outpost there in Palestine,” 
he said; “If there is trouble in the world 
in the next generation, that is where it 
will start.” 


Evangelical Broadcasts 


Mutual Broadcasting System, last of 
the national networks allowing churches 
to buy broadcast time, was reported ready 
to drop these programs in the fall. 

The networks claim religious pro- 
grams reduce listening audiences, make 
it hard to sell subsequent radio time. In- 
stead of selling time to churches, they 
prefer to assign free time when least 
detrimental to commercial programs. 

Mutual denied biased action or intent 
“at the moment” to stop selling time to 
religious programs, but admitted “the 
matter is reviewed from time to time.” 

These paid-time Sunday morning pro- 
grams would be dropped if the network 
changes its policy: Dr. Walter Maier’s 
Lutheran Hour, Rev. Percy Crawford’s 
Young People’s Church of the Air, Rev. 
Charles Fuller’s Pilgrim Hour.

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3 ‘aie The Seenet of Happiness

“Happy is that people, whose God is 
the Lord.”—Psa. 144:15 


Someone has said 
that everyone speaks 
of happiness but few 
know it. Is it not true 
that happiness is the 
quest of the spirit of 
man? All men seek 
happiness. No one 
wants to be unhappy. 
The desire for happi- 
ness is concommitant 
with the desire for 
life. Who wants to live unless he can 
be happy? And yet with all there is in 
this world, in a natural way, to make 
people happy, how much unhappiness 
there is. Many are unhappy who would 
not admit it to anyone but themselves. 
Many there are who put on a brave front 
and wear a forced smile, a sort of mask 
for convenience, but who are miserable 
in their own spirits. 
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There are some who mistake pleasure 
for happiness. The momentary pleasure, 
the transitory thrill, the fleeting emo- 
tional ecstasies are often mistaken for 
true happiness. But those who know 
only the pleasure principle in life find 
themselves considerably let down when 
the pleasure, the thrill, the ecstasy, of 
the moment is over and gone. When the 
reaction sets in they are frequently more 
miserable than they were before . 


Some seek happiness in wealth and 
great possessions. They imagine that if 
only they can have a large bank ac- 
_ count and houses and lands they will 
- be supremely happy. Some have suc- 
ceeded in accumulating earthly posses- 
sions only to find that their hearts were 
as empty as before. Some follow the 
pursuit of pleasure as a moth is attracted 
' to a light, only to find that, like the 
moth and the flame, they are singed by 
the flame if not totally destroyed by it. 
Others seek fame; they wish to make a 
name for themselves, little realizing that 
the great ones of today are largely for- 
gotten tomorrow, and that fame, like 
time, is fleeting—here today and gone 
tomorrow. How quickly some idols fall 

from their pedestals! 

Then, there are those who believe 
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that true happiness in life is to be 
found in learning. So they give them- 
selves to study, studying the arts, the 
sciences, and kindred subjects which 
will make them well informed on a 
lot of matters, and perhaps masters of 
some. But when the quest is over, they 
realize that still the spirit has not been 
satisfied; the old soul-hunger is still 
there. Still others believe that true hap- 
piness is found in their daily toil, and 
believing this, they assume that the 
harder they work, the happier they will 
be. But life and labor can become a very 
onerous and a humdrum affair if re- 
duced to eating, sleeping, working, eat- 
ing, sleeping, working. Frankly, this is 
about the program of the beasts of the 
field, that have not the power to have 
fellowship with their Creator. 


How many there are who are living 
a purely vegetative existence. Indeed, 
how near they come to the animal 
level of existence, and how bored they 
become with themselves, with their 
work, their surroundings, and even with 
their associates. A favored few seek to 
get away from it all through travel: 
world cruises, winter journeys to warm- 
er climes, summer excursions to escape 
the heat, attempting to have a change 
of scene with the hope that in this 
way happiness will be attained. But 
happiness does not consist of where we 
are, but of what we are. One’s con- 
science goes with him wherever he goes. 
Change of scene and of residence can- 
not in itself bring true happiness. Thus, 
it is not a change of residence but a 
change of heart that is necessary in 


order to be happy. 


How shall true happiness be ob- 
tained? In the first place there is a 
fundamental foundational principle for 
all real happiness. Here it is in the words 
of Scripture: “Happy is that people, 
whose God is the Lord.” Without the 
knowledge of God there can be no 
unobstructed happiness. One may have 
everything in this life that the heart 
can wish for, and yet without God in 
the life there is an emptiness, a void 
that nothing can fill. Man was made 
for God. It was God’s intention that man 
should have fellowship with Him. Sin 


entered into the picture, and God’s pur- 


pose was thwarted by sin and the devil. 


It is impossible for man to be happy 


in the truest, highest, and best sense 
of the word until this breach is mended 
—until fellowship is restored through 
the operation of God’s grace in the 
heart. God in the life, then, is the pri- 
mary requisite of happiness. 

The second step to happiness is 
found in obedience to Christ. Jesus said 
on one occasion, “If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them,” 
And again, “If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my love; even 
as I have kept my Father's command- 
ments, and ‘abide in His love. These 
things have I spoken unto you, that my 
joy might remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full.” We have not been 
left in the dark in these matters. Our 
consciences have been enlightened by 
Him Who said, “I am the light of the 
world.” The average person knows his 
Lord’s will. He is conversant with the 
teachings of the Lord Jesus Christ. His 
teachings are as near at hand as the 
nearest New Testament or the nearest 
church where the gospel of Christ is 
preached. And our Lord tells us that — 
if we know these things (His teach- 
ings), happy are we if we do them. 

The third step to happiness is found 
in a ready response to the plain teach- 
ings of the Word of God. In James 
1:25, we read, “But whoso looketh into 
the perfect law of liberty, and continu- 
eth therein, he being not a forgetful 
hearer, but'a doer of the work, this man 
shall be blessed (made happy) in his 
deed.” The great Philips Brooks once 
said, “Happiness is the natural flower 
of duty.” When we read the Word 
of God, it is not for us to choose which 
and what we shall accept. Some do 
this; they take what they like, and ex- 
plain away the rest. God has spoken! 
The Bible is the Word of God to man. 
It is the Father’s letter to His children. 
Be spoken to, then, through its pages. 
There are those who, when reading 
the Bible, shift the responsibility for 
obedience to someone else. In_ their 
hearts they say, “Now, that verse just 
fits so-and-so,” little realizing that God 
is trying to speak to them. How easy 
it is to do this, and how subtle Satan 
is in helping us to do it. 

There are those who come to the 
Bible with preconceived notions in their

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s 1 begin the preparation of this 

short paper on working together in 
the Christian crusade, I think it fitting to 
preface my remarks with a brief word 
about the individual Christian. In recent 
years the importance of the group or 
state has been so emphasized that in 
many circles the individual as a complete 
entity, having rights and values in him- 
‘self, has been well-nigh eclipsed. With 
this effort to make of men mere cogs in 
a vast machine, whether in the realm of 
politics, economics, or religion, [ will 
have no part. I have no desire to hide 
my identity in the mass or to pass my 
responsibility to the herd. It was not 
mob psychology that changed the direc- 
tion of my life, but the free choice of 
my own. inmost soul. Though I became 
a member of the household of faith my 
identity was not lost, but rather fortified, 
extended, and “eternalized.” 

I point to these simple facts with de- 
liberate purpose for while there is mu- 
tual help and strength in the fellow- 
ship of saints, there will be times when 
the individual will be forced back upon 
himself and his God like the Apostle 
Paul in Asia when “no man” stood with 
him. We should learn, therefore, to 
stand on our own feet, cultivate our 
own resources, and develop a_ well- 
rounded spiritualized individuality. Af 
ter all, this is the type of Christian that 
will make a real contribution to the 
Christian community. 


There is no regimentation in God's 
program, no mechanical, forced, or ec- 
clesiastical uniformity, but rather or- 
ganic, sympathetic, co-operative union. 
Christians are “the body of Christ” and 
“members in particular.” Members of our 
human body may become so paralyzed 
and insensitive to guiding impulses that 
they refuse to co-operate, but they are 
not much use to the body, and may, 
indeed, be a positive hindrance. It is 
the personal responsibility of individual 
members in the body of Christ to keep 
themselves sensitized to the guiding im- 
pulse from the great head of the church, 
and sympathetically co-operative with all 
the members. When life is normal in 
the individual and in the church, this 
co-operation is almost a matter of course; 
but where this is not the case, it should 
be a matter of choice. 

Nations and churches should now .be 
awake to the potential strength and ef- 
fectiveness that is theirs through full 
co-operation. What an amazing example

“Workers together” (2 Cor. 6:1) 


is before us in the prosecution of the 
greatest and most destructive war in 
history. Co-operation by all classes and 
races in the outpouring of blood and 
treasure has already accomplished the 
unbelievable. There is no denying the 


- fact, however, that much of this boasted 


co-operation in our nation was “forced,” 
but in a world set-up, where force is the 
deciding factor, even forced co-operation 
is a welcome innovation. 


In the early days of this latter rain 
outpouring, thousands from the great 
historic churches of our land were 
called to walk the lonely path of separa- 
tion because ecclesiastical “top-heavies” 
were determined to restrict and circum- 
scribe their freedom of choice. It is little 
wonder, therefore, that many of the 
ministers and laymen of the “good old 
days” gloried in their freedom, and de- 
termined to save themselves and their 
spiritual progeny from any new strait- 
jacket. ‘Their purpose was commendable 
and God honored their work, but, like 
all things human, it was far from per- 
fect. They were long on personal lib- 
erty and short on co-operative effort. 

The General Council came into being 
largely to correct this error. Prayerfully 
and carefully the task was approached 
and prosecuted, always insisting that 
our basic principle would ever be “vol- 


untary co-operative fellowship.” Much 
water has gone under the bridge since 
that day. New mistakes have been made 
and will continue to be made until God 
makes “all things new,” but our ob- 
jective abides the same. We volunteer 
to co-operate and fellowship together: 

The sports world abounds with illus- 
trations of planned, practiced co-opera- 
tion. All the movements are synchro- 
nized and co-ordinated. There is no 
working at cross purposes. No player 
will jeopardize the interests of his team 
in order to make a spectacular display ~ 
of individual prowess. What a lesson 
could be gleaned from the children of 
this world who “are wiser in their gen- 
eration than the children of light.” Chris- 
tian workers have the greatest chal- 
lenge and the greatest incentive of any 
group in the world. We struggle not 
for swift-fading glory, but for incor- 
ruptible laurels. Who can vision the 
upsurge in interest and efficiency if 
we should plan and practice team-work 
with the zeal and perseverence of pro- 
fessionals in the arena. 

This paper is getting too long, though 
the subject is barely introduced. I con- 
clude with a practical word about “co- 
operative responsibility.” Such a co- 
operative as we have here envisioned 
is a great benefit to ministers and 
churches. Among other things it pro- 
vides the medium for concerted co- 
operative expansion at home and abroad. 
Every single unit is stronger because 
it is part of the whole. We supplement 
each other. If we share these benefits, 
we should share in whatever it takes 
to keep the fellowship functioning at 
maximum efficiency. 

Sometime ago I listened to one of 
Mr. Alexander’s personal problems ses- 
sions. A mother of two, a boy, and a girl 
lived together. The mother stayed home 
and kept the house. The girl worked, 
paid the rent, bought the food and 
clothes, and this over a period of years. 
The boy, though healthy and strong 
loafed and rolicked, coming home only » 
to sleep and eat—always on the receiv- 
ing end. What a cad! 

Would you think me out of the Spirit 
if I should say here plainly that decisions 
arrived at together and responsibilities 
assumed for the fellowship should be 
cheerfully and religiously supported by 
all who share the benefits? We are do- 
ing things together; we will do more 
when more of us walk in the light. 
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AFTER che Holy Ghost Has Came

“Ye shall receive power after that the 


Holy Ghost is come upon you.”—Acts 
1:8. 


Generally we dwell 
on the word power. 
Weare very apt to do 
so, for there is a 
marked distinctive- 
ness of life for those 
who are baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. But 
i that is not what I 
want to deal with as 
we go along in the light of the Spirit's 
illumination on this subject. 

“After that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you,” is the portion I want you 
to consider. The word “ghost” frightens 
some people; so let us use the term 
“spirit.” Everyone believes a ghost is a 
spirit. However, we surely do not be- 
lieve the analogy is synonymous in every 
way. But my thought is regarding the 
Holy Spirit. 

How can people claim to have the 
Holy Spirit when their lives yet portray 
the works of the flesh and worldliness? 
So many people still go on in their old 
ways. Yes, it is true they now go to 
church, at least at times, perhaps even 
every Sunday; but there, even the 
preacher says little, if anything, that 
would draw their hearts to holy living. 
“The works of the flesh .. . are these; 

adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciv- 
~ jousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envyings, murders, drunk- 
enness, revellings, and such liketon iets 
they which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God Gal? 5:19- 
21). Take a good look at this list. Is 
there one or more in your life? If so, 
there is a real need for the work of the 
Holy Spirit. 

Where envying and strife is, the Word 
tells us in James 3:15-16, there is every 
evil work. Surely this is not the work 
of the Holy Spirit. “He that hateth his 
brother is in darkness and knoweth not 
whither he goeth” (1 John 2olll):: 

It is true that Israel was His people 
and was considered a holy people, yet 
they transgressed, and He had to pun- 
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ish them severely. But their holiness was 
in outward forms of worship and ritual; 
whereas “after that the Holy Ghost is 
come ... ye shall receive power.” For 
what? To perform miracles, speak in 
tongues, shout, pray, etc.? Yes, all this 
and more—to be possessed by the Holy 
Spirit, and to live lives of holiness to 
His glory. Hebrews 9:14—“How much 
more shall the blood of Christ . . . purge 
your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God?” Hebrews 9:8— 
“The way into the holiest of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing.” Verse 11 
—"But Christ being an high priest of 
good things to come . . . entered in once 
into the holy place.” Hebrews 10:14— 
“For by one offering he hath perfected 


forever them that are sanctified.” 


Here is what He did; see Hebrews 
10:16—“I will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds.” “If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him” (1 John 2:15). 
It is true that He hovers near, and 
reproves of sin, and He tries to draw 
the soul to righteousness, and reveals 
judgment (John 16:8). But many go 
on in their own way, ignoring the Word 
of God, prayers of loved ones, and the 
ministry of the church and the Holy 
Spirit, having pleasure in unrighteous- 
ness (Rom. 1:32). 

The Holy Spirit, if He has His way, 
will make us holy even as He is holy 
Ci Peter 1:15-16). “Without holiness 
no man shall see the Lord” CHebrews 
12°14). : 

How can unholy people with mind 
and spirit worldly, pleasure loving, 
selfish, sensual, devilish, expect to con- 
vince others that the church and the 
teachings of the Bible are of any worth? 
Holiness becometh the Lord, His house, 
and His people (Psalm 93:5). And we 
are told to worship the Lord in the 
“beauty of holiness” (Psalm 29:2). 


We claim to be Holy Ghost people. 


I am wondering if it is the ghost of the 


_ old life that people see and say, I want 


none of that if that is God and religion: 
I'll take the way of the world. 


The evidence of the Spirit is not 


alone demonstrative power and speak- 
ing in other tongues, though I love both 
and am strongly opposed to teachings 
that would quiet everything and want 
little of tongues. But Galatians 5:22-23 
plainly gives us the evidence of the 
workings of the Holy Spirit which the 
Holy Spirit will manifest through each 
life yielded to Him. That evidence is 
love, Joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, and 
temperance.” Verse 24—"“they that are 
Christ’s have crucified the flesh with the 
affections and lusts.” 

A holy God, a Holy Spirit, and a 
holy people—like begets like. The com- 
pany we keep will surely tell in our lives. 
The Holy Spirit will lead us to be much 
in prayer, in studying His Word, in 
witnessing for Him, in coming out from 
among them and being separate.

. and preserve spirit and soul and 
body . . . blameless unto the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” (1 Thess. 5:23).

Answer this before 
God in earnest heart searching, and if 
your life does not become holiness, seek 
Him. “Blessed are they which do hun- 
ger and thirst after righteousness: Cright 
living, holiness): for they shall be 
filled (satisfied).”

STUDY X = 
THE RAM AND THE ROUGH GOAT 


Chapter 8, Part il 


(Having considered the first. three 
divisions of this Study we-are now. to 
consider the remaining four.) 

IV. The Little Horn or Antiochus Epiphanes 

Verses 8-12. “And when he (the he- 
goat) was strong, the great horn (spoken 
of in verse 5 as the notable horn, Alex- 
ander) was broken, and:for:it Cor, in its 
stead, or, where it had been) came up 
four notable ones toward the four winds 
of heaven.” History records the fact that 
after the early death of Alexander, who 
died at the very zenith of his power and 
greatness as a conqueror and sovereign, 
his empire was divided among the four 
leading generals of his victorious armies. 
“And out of one of them Cout of Syria 
that lay just north of Palestine) came 
forth a little horn (Antiochus Epiph- 
anes), which waxed exceeding great, to- 
ward the south, and toward the east, and 
toward the pleasant land.” This, little 
horn must not be confused with: the 
“little horn” of 7:8; The “little horn” 
there symbolizes Antichrist; here Antio- 
chus Epiphanes, the Syrian despot who 


proved to be one of the greatest enemies 


the Jews have ever had, the man char- 


acterized by Doctor Seiss as “the in- 
famous Antiochus Epiphanes.” Those 
who would like to familiarize themselves 
with the impious. activities of this das- 
tardly character should read the records 
that have been written in the Books of 
the Maccabees and by Josephus. ‘There 
was hardly a dastardly deed in the whole 
calendar of crime and misdoing that this 
tyrant was not guilty of having per- 
petrated. In order’ to accomplish his 
purposes Cand one of his outstanding 
purposes was to humiliate the Jews and 
extirpate their religion, the religion of 
Jehovah) there was no deed of infamy 
to which he hesitated to stoop. Antio- 
chus “waxed exceeding great, toward 
the south (Egypt), and toward the east 
(Persia), and toward the pleasant land 
(Palestine). And he waxed great even 
to the host of heaven (the Jews who 
were worshipers of Jehovah: and he 
cast some of the host and of the stars 
(the religious leaders of the nation) to 
the ground, and stamped upon them. 
Yea, he magnified himself even to Cor, 
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against) the prince of the host (the Lord 
Himself, who is the Lord of hosts, and 
whom to magnify oneself against, or to 
resist, must in the end prove to be both 
foolish and futile), and by him the 
daily sacrifice was taken away (read 
1 Maccabees. 1:20-50), and the place of 
His (Jehovah’s) sanctuary was cast 
down.” Antiochus did not destroy the 
sanctuary, but he desecrated it, forbade 
the worship of Jehovah in it, caused a 
swine to be offered upon its altar, set up 
an image of Jupiter within its sacred 
precincts, and thus caused the devout 
Jews to so abhor what they beheld there, 
and what they were now compelled to 
associate with it, that it could be truly 
said that it had been “cast down” from 
the position which it had occupied in its 
association with Jehovah and His wor- 
ship. 

Verse 12 has been said to be con- 
fessedly difficult. Dr. Young renders it 
thus, “And the host is given up, with 
the continual sacrifice, through’ trans- 
gression, and it throweth down truth to 
the earth, and it hath worked, and pros- 
pered.” By “the host” I understand the 
host of Israel, and by “the continual sac- 
rifice” the sacrifice that was offered reg- 
ularly morning and evening (Ex. 29: 
38-42). Israel was given up, for the time 
being, and the continual sacrifice was 
allowed to be discontinued, through the 
persistent transgression of the people, 
which caused God to permit the little 
horn, Antiochus Epiphanes, the cruel 
oppressor, to practice and prosper. He 
practised his oppressions, and for the 
time being prospered. He was an in- 
strument in the hands of God, as Nebu- 
chadnezzar was in his day, by means of 
whom judgment was.meted out to a 
guilty nation. God foresaw that the na- 
tion that was in captivity in Daniel’s 
day, having been carried away into cap- 
tivity as a result of sin, and that was 
about to be restored to the land of Judah, 
would again sin, and would again need 
to be purged through suffering; He fore- 
saw also the rise of the Syrian oppressor, 
and, in order that the nation might be 
forewarned, gave to His prophet Daniel 
this wonderful forecast of the dark days 
that were ahead. Antiochus Epiphanes 
could have done nothing against Israel, 


of against any other nation, without the 


permission of God; and God only per- i 
mits that which He sees is for the good of | 
humanity as a whole and for the glory 


of His own great name. 
V. The Time During Which It Was Said the 


Sanctuary and Israel Should Be | 


Trodden Under Foot. 


Verses 13, 14. Read these verses care- 
fully, and mark the words, “Unto two — | 


thousand three hundred days; then 
shall the sanctuary be cleansed.” The 
sanctuary was cleansed after it had been 
polluted by Antiochus, and it will doubt- 


less be cleansed at the time of the end 


after it shall have been polluted by Anti- © 


christ. It seems likely that there is a 
reference here to each of these cleans- 
ings, for the fact must not be overlooked 
that Scripture often has a two-fold mean- 
ing. This is especially true of prophecy, 
much of which has had a fulfillment, 
but a fulfillment in part only: it will 
have a further and final fulfillment, a 
more complete fulfillment than it has 
yet had. Bist: 

I transcribe here a paragraph from 
Newton’s “On the Prophecies,” a work 
written by Bishop Newton who died in 
1782, and who cannot therefore’ be 
classed with those interpreters of the 
Word today who try hard to find evi- 
dence in the Scriptures that we are now 
living very near to the end-time. If 
Newton was right in his interpretation 
we have something very interesting 
here. This is the paragraph: 

““Unto two thousand and three hun- 
dred days,’ or years which I conceive 
are to be computed from the vision of the 
he-goat, or Alexander’s invading Asia. 
Alexander invaded Asia‘ in the year of 
the world 3670, and in the year before 
Christ 334. ‘Two thousand three hun- 
dred years from that time will draw 
towards the conclusion of the sixth mil- 
lenium of the world, and about that pe- 
riod, according to an old tradition, which 
was current before our Saviour’s time, 
and as probably founded upon. the 
prophecies, great changes and _revolu- 
tions are expected; and particularly: as 
Rabbi Sebah saith, Rome is to. be over- 
thrown, and the Jews are to be restored” 
(Newton “On the Prophecies,” p. 259). 

Let the reader do a little figuring. 
Set down 334 and, underneath it, 1945, 
the year in which we are now living. 
Add these together. It will be seen that 
2279 years have gone by since Alex- 
ander invaded Asia. Set down 2300 
and subtract therefrom 2279. Accord-

minds, and they read into the Bible 
things that are not really there. Sure 
enough, if one brings to the Bible an 
idea which he wants to find there, he 
can usually find some word or verse, 
which by perversion can be made to 
teach his idea regardless of how hetero- 
dox and farfetched the idea may be. 
But we are not to read into it anything; 
we are to be spoken unto from it. 

Let us, then, take the Bible as* our 
chart and compass, guiding us to our 
heavenly home. The Bible, like the 
needle of the compass, always points to 
God in Jesus Christ as the Pole Star 
of the believer's life. Let there be a 
willing, joyous, and ready response to 
the teachings of the Word of God. Re- 
member that the apostle Paul says that 
“All Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness: that the man 
of God may be perfect (complete), 
throughly furnished unto all good 
works” (2 Tim. 3-16-17). Ponder these 
words carefully; they reveal God's pur- 
pose in giving us the Bible. How prone 
the natural man is to forget these ex- 
plicit statements. How full of mean- 
ing and importance they are! To fail 
to respond to the teachings of the Word 
of God is to disobey the Lord. Unhap- 
piness is always in store for those who 
sin against light, and refuse to yield 
obedience to His revealed will. 


Last of all, true happiness is found 
in usefulness. It is said that Alexander 
the Great on one occasion found a man 
wounded in the forest, and helped him 
to safety. Said he, “This is the happiest 
day of my life; I have saved a man 
from death.”Many who have been un- 
happy have found new joy in_liv- 
ing and real happiness of heart by for- 
getting themselves and losing themselves 
in making others happy. A person who 
thinks only of self can never be truly 
happy. He is too circumscribed. The 
circle of self-centeredness is too small 
for comfort. Someone has said_ that 
happiness seems made to be shared, and 
someone else has said “happiness is not 
perfected until it is shared.” The lonely 
soul is the self-centered individual. He 
is interested in “me, myself, and I.” Do 
you wonder that he is bored to tears? 
No, it is to be expected. The writer 
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heard of a young lady who had been 
utterly disappointed in life. All that 
she had hoped and planned for came 
to nought. Her dream castle came crash- 
ing down upon her like a house of cards. 
She could have become very embittered 
and sour. Instead, she said, “If I can- 
not be happy, at least I can do some- 
thing to make somebody else happy.” 
And she did. Little did she dream what 
the result was to be. She awoke one 
day to the realization that in forgetting 
herself and her troubles, and in invest- 
ing her life in contributing to the hap- 
piness of others, she herself had un- 
wittingly discovered the fountain of 
happiness and was now more happy 
than she had ever been in her life prev- 
iously. 

About those who would make Chris- 
tianity consist only of forms, ceremonies, 
cult practices, including those who 
would make Christianity consist only 
in a mental concept of orthodoxy of 
belief, I say all such is a perversion of 
Christianity at its best. Christianity is 
more than going to church and taking 
part in its various forms and ceremonies 
of worship. Christianity is more than 
a mental concept of denominational or. 
thodoxy. Bear this in mind: when asked 


by one of the scribes concerning the. 


first commandment, Jesus replied, “The 
first of all commandments is . . . thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength: this is the first commandment. 
And the second is like, namely this, 
thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 
There is none other commandment 


greater than these.” (Mark 12:29-31). 


When Christianity is at its best it 
reaches out to others; it goes beyond 
mere self and its concerns. It thinks of 
others; it puts itself in the place of 
others; it reaches out unto others to do 
good unto all men. True happiness, 
then, finds its most fruitful. consumma- 
tion in usefulness, in being of help and 
blessing to those about us. Remember, 


Jesus did not die for Himself—He died 


for others.

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Practical Work 


The students of Glad Tidings Bible 
Institute have wonderful opportunities 
to do practical work for the Lord. The 
Practical Work Department of Glad ‘Tid- 
ings is rapidly growing under the ad- 
ministration of Brother Atwell. ‘The 
types of service rendered are varied. 

The students receive training in slum 
work. Calvary Mission is a rescue mis- 
sion where we conduct the entire serv- 
ice every Tuesday and Saturday night. 
Opportunities for testifying are afforded 
at street meetings, which are held every 
Saturday night at 6:45 a few blocks 
from the school. Street meetings are also 
held before the services at Calvary. 

We have the privilege of doing jail 
work. A group goes every Sunday morn- 
ing to the city jail. The Lord has been 
blessing this work—as many as 35 hands 
have been raised for prayers. 

There are two phases of children’s 
work that the students engage in, Sun- 
day School classes and Victory Bible 
Clubs. During the summer a third phase 
is added, Daily Vacation Bible School. 
The work among the children has proved 
a blessing and an inspiration to the stu- 
dents. 

God has opened fields of service 
among the armed forces. Some of the 
students are sent every other Monday 
night to the Service Center in Oakland 
where they conduct a brief gospel serv- 
ice. A group of the men students labor 
faithfully every Sunday night by going 
downtown and inviting servicemen to 
Glad Tidings Temple. This effort yields 
wonderful results as Sunday after Sun- 
day the altar is lined with servicemen 
seeking God. 

There are also opportunities for 
preaching. On school mornings we have 
a chapel service. A student brings a 
brief message to the student body. Also 
there is “Students’ Night” in the Tem- 
ple. Every other Monday two of the 
students preach. A group of students 
are sent every Wednesday to a small 
church on Russian Hill, and a student 
brings the message. Calls also come in 
from various churches for speakers and 
for musical groups. (Note to pastors: 
all requests should come through the 
Practical Work Department. ) 
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Those musically inclined readily find 
their place in the Temple choir, Radio 
chorus, orchestra, band or perhaps in a 
trio or quartet. ‘There are many oppor- 
tunities for song leading and piano 
playing. 

Practical work is necessary; therefore, 
Glad Tidings Bible Institute offers its 
students this phase of training.—L.E.

It will be readily seen 
that if Bishop Newton’s interpretation 
is correct, and this computation is ac- 
curate, time for the rapture of the saints 
is at the door. Let no one accuse me 
of setting dates. I am doing nothing 
of the kind. I am not even saying that 
I believe Bishop Newton’s interpretation 
is correct. I am simply stating what it 
was, and asserting that the figures are at 
least exceedingly interesting, especially 
in view of the fact that Newton lived so 
Jong ago, and can therefore not be ac- 
cused of suggesting that the time for the 
fulfillment of the prophecy was at hand 


‘in his generation. 


As to the correct meaning of the 2,300 
days there has been much speculation. 
I have simply stated the view of one 
writer among many. And his view may 
be the correct view. 


VI. The Revelation Concerning Antiochus 
Epiphanes and Antichrist 


Verses. 15-26. Antiochus Epiphanes is 


| to bé regarded as the outstanding fore- 


runner of Antichrist; much that is writ- 
ten here found its fulfillment in him, 
but much remains to be fulfilled, and 


| can find fulfillment only in the coming 


of another who is destined to appear 
upon the stage of action, and play his 
part, before the kingdom of the Son of 
man shall be set up in the earth. It is 
important that we see that the prophecy 
was designed to have a double fulfill- 


‘| ment; otherwise we shall find ourselves 


confused. Some interpreters have tried 


‘to make it apply to Antiochus only, and 


others to Antichrist only. I am con- 
vinced that it applies to both, to Anti- 
ochus as the type of Antichrist, and to 
Antichrist as the antitype of Antiochus: 

Mark the fact stated in verse 17 that 


“at the time of the end shall be the 


vision,” and the words in verse 19, “Be- 
hold: I will make thee know what shall 
be in the last end of the indignation: 
for at the time appointed the end shall 


be.” By “the indignation” I understand 
the tribulation; from, the standpoint of 
man it is a time of tribulation, and from 
the standpoint of God a time of indig- 
nation, God’s indignation against. sin. 
By “the last end ot the indignation” I 
understand what we generally speak of 
as “the great tribulation,” which will be 
the last half of Daniel’s seventieth week. 

The four kingdoms made mention of 
in verse 22 are the four kingdoms into 
which the empire of Alexander was 
divided. Alexander’s four leading gen- 
erals divided the empire among them- 
selves: Cassander took Macedonia and 
Greece; ‘Lysimachus ‘took Thrace and 
Bithynia; Seleucus got Syria, Babylonia 
and the East; and to’ Ptolemy: were as- 
signed Egypt, Palestine and Arabia. 

{he expression, “a+ king. of fierce 
countenance,” in verse 23 applied par- 
ticularly to the coming Antichrist. Mark 
the fact that he is to appear “in the latter 
time” and “when the transgressors are 
come to the full.” Verse 24 tells us that 
“his power shall be mighty, but not by 
his own power.” Compare. this state- 
ment with Rev. 13:2, “The dragon 
(Satan) gave him his power, and 
his seat (Gr. thronon, throne), and 
great authority.” Verse 25 tells us that 
“he shall also stand up against the Prince 
of princes (Christ), but he shall be broken 
without hand.” Compare with Rev. 17: 
14, “These (ten kings and their armies 
marshaled under Antichrist) shall make 
war with the Lamb, and the Lamb shall 
overcome them.” Antichrist and his 
allies are destined to be overcome super- 
naturally. Compare with 2:34 where 
we read of a stone (Christ) “cut out 
without hands,” the words indicating 
supernatural origin and ‘miraculous 
means. It will not be through man’s 
efforts that Antichrist will come to his 
end; it will be through the interposition 
of divine power; that is clearly set forth 
in Rev. 19:19, 20. 3 

The reference in verse 26 to “the 
evening and the morning” reminds us 
of Isa. 21:12. The night will be fol- 
lowed by the morning, but before the 
morning can come, that morning spoken 
of in Mal. 4:2, the night must come, 
and it will be a dark night; the distress 
of the nations will be unparalleled; the 
sufferings of humanity, the earth- 
dwellers, without a precedent (Matt. 
24:21, 22):

Army Discloses Secret Weapons 


The 43-ton T26 tank, with a long- 
tubed 90 millimeter gun, spill fire a shell 
with a muzzle velocity of 3,750 feet a 
second and penetrate 14 mache of armor 
at 300 yards. 

Displayed was the army’s 10-inch mor- 
tar, capable of dropping a shell with pin- 
point accuracy at 9,300 yards, more than 
five miles—hring at the rate of a round 
every two minutes. This high angle 
weapon is useful for punching down 
into deep fortifications. 

The 155 millimeter gun, mounted on 
an Mé4 tank chassis, hurls a 95-pound 
projectile 25,400 yards—nearly 15% 
miles. Operated by an eight-man crew, 
it is designed to provide heavy but mo- 
bile ordnance for rapidly advancing 
ground forces. 

The radar detector with the 120-mile 
range (when the scanner is located at a 
50-foot altitude) is so highly portable 
and compact that the equipment, except 
for the aerial, can be taken into a fox- 
hole. 

The “radio detonator” for firing mines, 
either on land or in the water, is a re- 
finement in the long-used method of 
Jeading wires to a land or sea mine to 
detonate it in the path of an advancing 
enemy troop movement or ships. 

A dial almost identical in appearance 
with the common telephone dial, is 
used. A three digit code (21,000 differ- 
ent codes are possible) is dialed to fire a 
mine with the same code frequency. 
The range of a radio detonator is eight 
miles over land and 20 miles over Water.
